Ottawa, Aug. 12 (CP)— Pro- 
duction in Canada continued to 
fall off during Jifne, the Domin- 
fon Bureau of Statistics reported 
today.

Russian Scientists Explore

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Prehistoric Wife 
WasBoss of Home

Tucson Ariz, Aug. —(AP)— 
Meet Mrs. Anasazi, a fascinating 
woman, though she has been 
dead 600 years, 

She was dug up recently by a 
group of anthropologists includ- 
ing Dr. Emil Haury, director of 
the Arizona State Museum and 
head of the department of an- 
thropologists at the University of
